We publieh, below, the opinion of the edi. 
tor of the Lexington Observer and Reporter, 
of Feb. 21, in relation to tbe late rebel 
Convention : 

' On the day appointed, the delegates met 
in full force — applied for the use of the Hall 
of the House of Representatives — were re- 
fused, ami took another public building in 
which to transact their treasonable business. 
They were unexpectedly interrupted by the 
military commandant of the post at the cap- 
ital, and dispersed. This was exactly right. 
Let them go to Richmond, the seat of the 
rebel Government — to Charleston, where 
the great rebellion started with the firing 
upon Fort. Sumpter — to the home of Mr. 
Yancey or any other hot-bed of treason — . 
anywhere hut upon the soil of loval Ken- 
tucky, to further corrupt the public mind 
and bring increased trouble to our people 
already suffering quite enough through their 
mischievous manceuvering. To have per- 
mitted these plotters of evil to assemble un 
molested at Frankfort — the capital of Ken 
tucky — her people professing to be loyal — 
would have been a most degrading exhibition 
of lear or dread of growing power upon the 
part of those in rebellion The Legislature 
of Kentucky acted wisely and well in re- 
fusing the use of their Hall to this assem- 
blage; and after another place of meeting 
had been selected, the prompt interference 
of Col. Gilbert is commendable in the high 
est degree. Kentucky is regarded as a loyal 
State, and let those whose sympathies — in- 
terests — all they hold most dear, are identi- 
fied with the States in rebellion, go where 
their inclinations lead — and hold their trea- 
sonable meetings upon ground devoted to 
their cause. Let them take their stand 
among their friends and upon soil dedicated 
to them — not audaciously flaunt their trea- 
son in the faces of those who are honestly 
battling against them and their purposes 
They have a Provisional Governor in Vir- 
ginia — members in the Confederate Congress 
whom they elected, and an army under Gen. 
Breckinridge which they recruited in our 
midst. All this we should think would be 
satisfactory to them without further efforts 
lo annoy a formidable majority firmly ar- 
rayed against them. When the Union Leg- 
islature ol Kentucky was in assemblage at 
Frankfort last fall, the rebel army marched 
to Lexington, and the Legislature was forced 
to retreat to Louisville. That was all right 
in rebel opinion. Now, while Union troops 
occupy the State these same rebels claim the 
privilege to hold a Convention, unmolested, 
at the same place while the Legislature is 
again in session there. They were treated 
just as they deserved to be. They were un- 
expectedly forced to give up their treason- 
able plans and enactments to hunt some 
other theater for action." 



Lincoln, Commander-in-Chief. 

Mr. Lincoln is, by the Constitution, com- 
mander-in-Chief of tho army and navy of 
the United States. It is also well known 
that Mr. Lincoln is in the habit of exercis- 
ing the authority of that position, without 
much regard to the opinions of his military 
subordinate}, who have had rather more ex- 
perience, to say the least, of military service 
than he has. But of course a man who 
thus essays to command armies, and control 
the fate of vast movements, ehould possess 
military knowledge of some kind. In a 
speech delivered by Mr. Lincoln in Congress, 
in 1846, he thus revealed to the country his 
military experience : 

By the way, Mr. Speaker, did you know 
that I am a military hero? Yes, sir, in the 
days of the Black Hawk war I fought, bled 
and came away. Speaking of Gen. Cass' 
career reminds me of my own. I was not 
at Stillman's defeat but was about as near 
it as Cass was to Hull's surrender; and like 
him, 1 saw the place soon afterwards. It is 
quite certain that I did not break my sword, 
for I had none to break, but I bent a mus- 
ket pretty badly o/i'one occasion. If Gen. 
Cass broke his swore, the idea is, he broke 
it in desperation; I beet the musket by ac- 
cident. If Gen. Cass went in advance of 
me in picking whortleberries, I guess 1 sur- 
passed him in charges upon the wild onions. 

If he saw any live fighting Indians, it 
was more than I did, but I had a good many 
bloody struggles with the mosquito; and 
although I never fainted from loss of blood. 
I can truly say I was often very hungry. 

Mr. Speaker, if I should ever conclude to 
doff whatever our Democratic friends mav 
suppose there is of black cockade federal- 
ism about me, and thereupon they shall 
rake me up as their candidate for the Presi- 
dency, I protest they shall not make fun of 
me. as they have of Gen. Cass, by attempt- 
ing to write mc into a military hero.

It is further rec- 
ommended that the people meet, at some 
convenient lime and place, in their respec- 
tive counties, and appoint delegates to rep- 
resent them in the convention.

TnE RiiuEi. Invasion. — There cau be no 
doubt but our State is invaded by an inso- 
lent rebel marauding band of cavalry. The 
number, however, we are unable to state, 
but from the beat inforinalieu we have been 
able to obtain, we think there are not more 
than 2,000 or 3,000. Their object is to plun- 
der and steal every tliiug they can lay their 
hands on. 

The information we have received as to 
their whereabouts and movements is so con- 
flicting and vague that we do not feel will 
ing to make anv postive statement about 
them as being certainlv true. The latest in- 
telligence we have is that the rebels were 
going in the direction of Winchester and 
Mount Sterling and that Union troops were 
in pursuit of them, and some skirmishing 
had taken place between the pickets of the 
two forces. 

" We learn from a young gentleman 
who arrived here last evening, who was 
in Paris Monday night, that some rebel 
pickets fired upon Union soldiers who were 
guarding the railroad bridge at that place 
The Union soldiers made a tort of the jail, 
and no damage was doue by the rebels. We 
suppose thev were not in any considerable 
force, or they would have destroyed the 
bridge and taken possession of the town 

We learn, also, from the same source, that 
it was reported on reliable authority at 
Paris, that tho rebels had captured 14 army 
wagous, between Paris and Mount Sterling.

Colo- 
nel Jones, 39th Indiana Voluuteers, recommend- 
ed for promotion for meritorious conduct. Lieut. 
Colonel W. W. Berry, Louisville Legion, specially 
mentioned for gallant and meritorious conduct ; 
is also specially mentioned by Major General 
Roussoau, for retreating in good order before 
overwhelming force, and drawing off by hand a 
section of artillery he bad been ordered to sup- 
port. 

Lieut. Col. W. W. Berry, of the Louisville 
Legion, performed a service which is pro- 
nounced by military men to be unprecedent- 
ed. While retreating, his men in good 
order, though opposed by greatly superior 
numbers, no confusion or panic occurring, 
and discipline being perfectly preserved, he 
succeeded in drawing off, by hand, a section 
of artillery. This feat, it is said, was nwver 
surpassed, if equalled. 

We know Col Barry, and we do not be- 
lieve there is a more brave and patriotic 
officer in the Union Army, and we siucerely 
trust that his merits will not be longer over- 
looked by those in authority.

What Sort of a Blow It Is. 

Tbe emancipation proclamation was pro 
nounced unconstitutional by the President 
in his innaugural address, when hesaid that 
he believed he had no lawful right, directly 
or indirectly, to interfere with slavery in the 
States. Again, in a dispatch to Mr Day 
ton, at Paris, the President through his Sec 
retary of State, Mr. Seward, repeated its 
unconstitutionality in still stronger terms. 
On the 17th of February, 1862, its necessity 
was denied by the President in a similar 
dispatch to Mr. Adams, at London, because 
'although tbe war has not been waged 
against slavery, yet the army acts immediately 
as an emancipating crusade, and to proclaim 
the crusade was unnecessary." And after- 
wards, on the 10th of March last, it was de- 
clared in a like dispatch, that "if theGovc/n- 
meut of the United States should precipi- 
tately decree the immediate abolition of 
slavery, it would reinvigorate the declining 
insurrection in every part of the South;'' 
and France and England are asked " if thev 
want to see a social revolution here, with all 
its horrors, like the slave revolution in San 
Domingo ?" 

Was, then, the proclamation to put down 
the rebellion? Why, no ; for we see it hits 
been declared it would give the rebellion re- 
invigorated strength. Its unconstitutional- 
ity is admitted, with a shudder, while con- 
templating the horrors of a servile insurrec- 
tion. 

What is the effect? It unhinges public 
sentiment. The assumption of the power 
can as legally decree the annihilation of ev- 
ery State Government in the Korth. There 
are two ways to dissolve this Uuion — sever- 
ance of the States from the authority of the 
lederal Constitution, and usurpations by the 
general government of the powers of the 
State government*. Destroy the Slate gov- 
ernments and the Union under the Consti- 
tution that instant falls. 

The proclamation is a blow for absolute 
dominion and power, crushing both the 
Union and the Republic. — Chicago Times.

CITY ORDINANCE No. 28. 

Carrying Concealed Deadly Weapons. 

Stec. 1. If any person shall horeafter carry 
concealed any deadly weapon or weapons within 
the limits of said city, other than an ordinary 
pocket knife, except as provided in the next sec- 
tion, he shall be fined not less than fifty nor more 
than one hundred dollars, betides costs. 

Ssc. 2. The carrying or concealed deadly weap- 
ons within the limitsof said city, shall be legal 
in the following cases : 

1. Where the person has reasonable grounds to 
believe his person, or the person of some of his 
family, or his property, is in any danger from 
violence or crime. 

Where Sheriffs, Constables, Marshals, officers 
of the Penitentiary, carriers of the mails of the 
United Slates, aud Policemen, carry such weapons 
as are necessary to their protection in the efficient 
discharge of their duty. 

3. Where persons are required by their business 
or occupation to travel during tho night, tho car- 
rying concealed deadly weapens during such 
travel. 

Skc. 3. It shall be tho especial duty of tbe Mar- 
shal of said city to institute proceedings against 
evory person who may violate the provisions of 
this ordinance, before the Police Judge of said 
city, or any Justico of the Peace for Franklin 
county; aud in every case of conviction, the Mar- 
shal aud City Attorney shall each ho entitled to 
twenty-live per cent, of the amount of money col- 
lected.
